BLOOMFIELD,  N.J.  — 
Robert  F.  Marasco,  a  for¬ 
mer  captain  in  the  US  Spe¬ 
cial  Forces  in  Vietnam,  said 
Saturday  night  he  shot  and 
killed  a  South  Vietnamese 
triple  agent  two  years  ago 
—  a  slaying  he  and  others 
were  accused  of  but  never 
tried  for. 

The  execution  was  car¬ 
ried  out  at  the  behest  of  the 
Central  Intelligence  Agen¬ 
cy  and  with  the  knowledge 
of  “our  chain  of  command," 
Marasco  said. 

He  said  he  shot  the  man 
twice  in  the  head  and,  with 
two  other  officers,  put  him 
into  a  weighted  sack  and 
dumped  him  from  a  boat 
into  the  South  China  Sea 
on  June  20,  1969. 

Marasco  said  he  came 
forward  now,  at  the  risk  of 
prosecution  for  murder, 
because  of  his  anger  over 
the  court-martial  of  Lt. 
William  L.  Calley  Jr. 

He  said  he  killed  the 
agent  because  “of  orders 
that  were  given  to  me  — 
orders  that  I  felt  were  legal 
orders.” 


Fighting  flares  at  Fire  Base  6 


ROBERT  MARASCO 
.  .  .  admits  shooting 

Marasco  and  seven  oth¬ 
ers,  including  the  Green 
Berets  commander  in  Viet¬ 
nam,  Col.  Robert  B. 
Rheault,  were  accused  by 
the  Army  of  the  slaying. 
The  Army  later  dropped 
the  charges,  saying  it  did  so 
because  it  was  told  that  the 
CIA  would  not  permit  any 
of  its  men  to  testify  at  a 
trial. 

While  out  of  reach  now 
of  miltary  prosecution, 
Marasco  said  “I’m  open  to 
having  the  charges  brought 
against  me  again  by  civil¬ 
ian  authority.  That  poten¬ 
tial  was  always  there. 
There  is  no  statute  of  limi¬ 
tation. 

He  said  he  got  conflict¬ 
ing  advice  from  lawyers, 
but  decided  to  speak  be¬ 
cause  of  “the  Calley  thing.” 
“Not  Calley  himself,” 
said  Marasco,  “but  ‘the 
Calley  thing’  —  all  the  oth¬ 
ers  who  could  follow  him. 
This  Calley  thing  should  be 
the  last  one.” 

“My  decision  was  based 
on  my  principles,  my  love 
for  my  country,  for  what  it 
stands  for  and  or  what  it 
was  built  for.”

SAIGON  —  Heavy  new 
fighting  was  reported  to¬ 
day  from  the  central  high¬ 
lands  of  South  Vietnam, 
where  at  least  1422  North 
Vietnamese  were  said  to 
have  died  as  they  flung 
themstlves  against  a  stra¬ 
tegic  fire  ba.se  in  a  series 
of  attacks. 

In  a  separate  battle  on 
the  eastern  fringe  of  the 
highlands,  seven  Americans 
were  killed  and  38  wounded 
as  troops  of  the  173d  Air¬ 
borne  Brigade  fought  10 
hours  and  killed  12  Viet 
Cong.  Two  Americans  were 
killed  in  the  same  area 
Friday. 

Fire  Base  6,  a  strategic 
artillery  base  located  in 
northern  South  Vietnam 
near  the  three-country  In¬ 
dochina  border  was  cap¬ 
tured  by  North  Vietnamese 
Thursday  after  they 
breached  the  perimeter 
and  forced  the  defending 
South  Vietnamese  to  flee. 

But  the  South  Vietna¬ 


mese  regrouped  and  man¬ 
aged  to  retake  the  base 
after  the  area  was  laced 
with  high  explosives 
dropped  by  B-52  bombers. 
Five  Americans  —  advisers 
to  the  South  Vietnamese 
— were  reported  slain  in 
the  first  Viet  Cong  attack. 

(UPI  reported  B52s 
dumped  approximately  100 
tons  of  bombs  early  today 
on  Communist  forces  be¬ 
sieging  Fire  Base  6. 

(The  bombers  few  from 
sanctuary  bases  in  Thailand 
for  the  sixth  time  in  five 
days  to  pound  the  Com¬ 
munist  positions,  UPI  said.) 

A  government  spokes¬ 
man  said  that  another  242 
North  Vietnamese  had  died 
in  the  latest  attacks  against 
Fire  Base  6,  bringing  the 
total  to  1422.  He  put  Sai¬ 
gon  casualties  at  68  men 
dead  and  104  wounded. 

Fighting  also  was  re¬ 
ported  today  from  two 
other  central  highlands 
provinces,  and  a  US  heli¬ 
copter  was  shot  down.  Full 


details  were  not  immedi¬ 
ately  available. 

The  North  Vietnamese 
toll  at  fire  base  6  included 
800  men  who  died  Friday 
in  either  suicide  charges 
or  else  while  being  caught 
by  US  air  strikes  in  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  surrounding 
hills.  Another  200  men 
were  said  to  have  died  in 
South  Vietnamese  counter¬ 
attacks. 

A  spokesman  said  the 
losses  put  North  Vietnams 
28th  Regiment  completely 
out  of  action.  A  regiment 
normally  has  2000  men. 

Viet  Cong  mortar  crews 
killed  one  person  and 
wounded  four  yesterday  in 
a  new  attack  on  the  already 
ruined  town  of  Due  Due, 
military  sources  reported. 

The  district  capital  25 
miles  southeast  of  Da  Nang 
was  virtually  leveled  Mon¬ 
day  when  an  estimated 
1500  Viet  Cong  and  North 
Vietnamese  raided  the 
town,  killing  100  civilians 
and  20  soldiers.
